GAMBLERS LEAVE THEIR OLD HAU. 
— — 
Sunday Observance League After Mayor 
Hopkins About Sunday Closing. 

After it became known to the gamblers that 
the grand jury would begin an investigation 
today many of them disappeared from their 
usual haunts, and witnesses will doubtless be 
hard to locate. Whether justly or not, the 
name of Paddy Ryan, the ex-detective, has 
been bandied about in connection with the 
alleged monthly collections from tne gamblers, 
and it is believed he will be subponaed during 
the investigation. It was reported yesterday 
Mr. Ryan had gone to New York on business. 
Mayor Hopkins, Corporation Coungg! Rubens, 
General Superintendent of Police’ Brennan, 
and other city officials will not discuss gam- 
bling any more, 

The Civic Federation made no move against 
She gamblers yesterday. But its eyes are 
open, its agents are active, and it 
has information that a bit of pub- 
lic gambling has been carried on 
since the tip closed the houses. 
Occasional games have been played, its agents 
admit, at No. 14 Quincy street, No. 98 Ran- 
dolph street, in Pickwick court, at No. 246 
Wabash avenue, and at a number of clubs, 
The federation has evidence in these cases, but 
is leaving them unmolested to test the sinceri- 
ty of the police. 

Six negroes and twelve Chinamen were ar- 
rested early yesterday morning while playing 
stud poker at No, 311 Clark street and their 
i n Justice Foster fined 
ms at Nos. 417 and 419 Clark street were 
fined $25 each in the samecourt. On the 
West Side thirty poker players were captured 
by the police at No. 180 and No. 196 Madi- 
son street, All pieaded guilty, but Justice 
Doyle dismissed them on payment of costs. 

So far General Superintendent of Police 
Brennan has not officially discovered that his 
order calling for the closing of saloons at 
midnight and the drawing of blinds Sundays 
is not meeting with due respect from saloon- 
keepers. He has read of such things in the 
newspapers. He said yesterday: I have 
not received any reports of violations yet, but 
it takes a little time for them to get to the 
inspectors and then into my hands. I will 
certainly deal severely with stubborn violat- 
ors of that order, I will revoke their licenses, 
sure. 

Mayor Hopkins yesterday afternoon re- 
ceived letters from the Secretary of the Inter- 
national Sunday Observance League in rela- 
tion to the alleged failure of saloons to obey 
the closingorder. The letters are as follows: 

Mayor John P. Hopkins—Dear Sir: We notice 
the saloons in our city were wide open as usual 
yesterday (Sunday). We have twice before called 
your attention to this matter with the request 
that the saloons be closed Sunday according to 
law. Weagain ask youto kindly see that all 
saloons are closed Sunday. In so doing you will 
perform your sworn duty and will greatly oblige 
the law-abiding citizens of Chicago, including 
the International Sunday Observance League. 

W. W. CLARK, Secretary. 

A second letter, dated last Saturday,reached 
the Mayor yesterday and reads as follows: 

We are informed that you are now ready to en- 
force the law. Will you therefore kindly order 
that from now on and henceforth all saloons 
shall be closed Sunday—that back doors and 
front doors shall be closed and locked and no 
liquor sold or given away? 

The league which is after Sunday closing of 
saloons is the one which attempted to stop 
Sunday baseball games at the National League 
Park. T. H. Gault is its attorney. He has 
been active as the attorney for the Civic 
Federation in the campaign against the gam- 
blers and is now formulating plans for a cru- 
sade, which, backed by the Civic Federation, 
will bring about midnight and Sunday closing 
of saloons. 

W. H. Wright, proprietor of the Hotel Mid- 
land, on Madison street, was arrested yester- 
day and locked up at the Centra! Station on

WILD RUN OF ASTEER. 


ANIMAL PROM TEXAS TEARS UP THE 
SONTH SIDE’S QUIET. 


Takes in Woodlawn, Englewood, Hyde 
Park, Windsor Park, Cheltenham, and a 


Seattering Terror in Its Path—After 
Chasing Everything in Sight a Squad 
Batchers the Beast and Will Eat It. 


of Chicago the wildest chase yesterday they 
ha ve had for many a day. It was also the 
cause of the most intense excitement among 
the people of the Stock-Yards, Englewood, 
Grand Crossing, Woodlawn, Hyde Park, 
Windsor Park, and South Shore, through 
which it passed in its wild career? 

The steer was one among a dozen 
carloads of wildest animals 
ever came into the Stock-Yards. The cattle 


transfer was being made into the pens this 
particular steer escaped. That was at 11 p. 
m. Several mounted cowboys etarted in pur- 
suit of the animal and chased it south until it 


the beast might do some person harm, 
the police were notified and requested to 
aid in the search and capture. The 
message was sent to all the stations on the 
South Side and transmitted to the officers. 
The order was issued to shoot the animal on 
sight. The police of Englewood were on the 
alert, and at 1 o’clock in the morning heard 
the wild Texan had gone in the direction of 
Grand Crossing. The police of that station 
were notified of the presence of the enemy, 
aud the patrol wagon filled with officers was 
started in pursuit, The patrolmen on 
their beafs now and then got sight 
of the animal, but it was going at a stampede 
gallop and pursuit was fruitlegs. Through 
the patrolmen the Grand Crossing wagon 
traced the animal north until it entered the 
territory of the Woodlawn Station, when the 
latter’s wagon was got out and joined in the 
chase. 
Chase Becomes Hot. 

Frequent shotsin the direction of Stony 
Island avenue and loud police calls showed in 
which direction the bovine terror was heading 
and the wagons dashed along in hot pursuit. 
Soon the animal and its pursuers entered the 
precincts of Hyde Park and the clattering 
hoofs and the rattling wagons woke up the 
sleepy patrolmen and another cali for help 
was made. This time the Hyde Park 
wagon fesponded. Here the steer dis- 
played great sagacity by swerving 
south and giving the watchful 
police the slip. While the patrol wagons were 
driving furiously around through Hyde Park 
and throwing everybody into a state of excite- 
ment the steer pursued its way south, back 
through Woodlawn and east in the vicinity of 
Cheltenham. 

Day began to dawn, and tired and worn 
out the police drove back to their respective 
stations. The news of the midnight chase was 
telephoned to all the stations, and at roll-call 
inthe morning an order was read to the 
men of each station to be on the alert. With- 
in a halt hour after roll-call the South Chi- 
cago Station was notified that the steer was 
in the vicinity of Cheltenham. Lieut. 
Wagner with Policemen Reilly, Liuman, 
O' Keefe, Doctor, Loftus, and Sergt. Cooney 

mped in a patrol wagon and started 


Chicago Station, and Beidfuss 


of the Grand Crossing Station, 
who were at Seventy-tifth street 


and Coles avenue, Windsor Park, saw the ani- 
mal going in a gallop along Seventy-fifth 
street and turn down Bond avenue. They 
started in pursuit and as they turned down 
Bond avenue they saw a little child in the 
street and the animal making a direct line 
for it. The men were too far away to be of 
any assistance, but they blew their whistles 
and by that means attracted the attention of 
the child, which, seeing its danger, ran 
screaming into a yard, The steer then kept 
on Bond avenue ard turned into South 
Shore. Here stood the South Chicago patrol 
wagon directiy in its path. Not hesitating a 
moment, the steer lowered its head and made 


a charge. 
Fusillade of Shots. 


The policemen drew their revolvers and be- 
gan firing, while the driver turned the horses 
about and drove into the woods. In the mélée 
Sergt. Cooney lost his helmet and several of 
the policemen lost their nerve. When the 
wagon reached the shelter of the woods the 
policemen got out and prepared to ambush 
the enemy. Policemen McCauley, Beilfuss, 
and Tradden came up in the rear and fired a 
volley into the animal, but the latter had 
caught sight of Policeman ©’Keefe’s red 
head stieking out from behind a tree and im- 
mediately made a charge and the antics of 
O’ Keefe and the steer distracted the minds of 
the other men so they could not shoot, 
©’ Keefe played hide and seek with the steer 
until he could get a chance to run, when he 
dodged behind another tree, Then all the men 
opened fire and at close range fired 100 shots 
before they laid the enémy low. 

Here came in a curious part of the chase. 
All the residents of Windsor Park and South 
Shore had witnessed the chase, and they 
turned out on foot and in carriages to assist, 
A butcher had set his bull-dog on the trail 
early in the game, and it had hung on. When 
the steer was killed the bull-dog suddenly went 
stark mad, and, frothing at the mouth, 
“attacked a horse and seizing it by the throat 
held on with a death-like grip. A half dozen 
bullets in its head made it release its hold, 
and the horse, terribly lacerated, was led 
away to be killed. 

Lieut. Wagner had once been a butcher, 
and thinking he ought to have something for 
his pains he took out his knife and neatly 
dressed the animal and hung it up on a tree. 
Last night he went back with an express 
r wagon and took the beef to a meat market in

E OONCEALS MURDER BY ARSON. 


Horrible Batchery of a Teacher by a 
Young Reservation Indian. 

San Draco, Cal., Sept. 24.-—Details have 
been received here of the butchery of Mrs. 
Mary J. Platt, teacher of the II- 
dian school on the Temecula Res- 
ervation ‘by Francisco Gamasu, 
Indian lad, who, after horribly mutilating 
the woman, set fire to the schoolhouse, 
in which the crime was committed, her 
charred remains bemg found in the ruins 
the following day. Several weeks ago 
Gamsu, who is about 16 years old, was 
dismissed from the school because of 
bad conduct, and immediately began 
to circulate stories of inhuman treatment 
on the part of the teicher. He hung around 
the school-house for days, takuig advantage 
of every opportunity to annoy the teacher. 
Last Thursday, after schoo! had been dis- 
missed, Mrs. Platt remained in the build- 
ing after the scholars had departed, 
when young Gamsu entered and drawing a 
knife attacked the woman, slashing her in a 
horrible manner. Finally she ceased to 
struggle, and satisfied she was dead the 
young fiend set the building on fire and fled. 
He ‘is still on the reservation, although he 
has not been arrested yet. Mrs. Platt 
been teacher at the Temecula.

They are being made out in 
accordance with the pay rolls approved at 
Springfield, They will be delivered as soon 
as finished to brigade headquarters, and from 
there to the company commanders of the 
First, Second, and Seventh Regiments, and 
by them distributed to the men.

OOLD WAVE STRIKES THE WEST 


Frost Predicted in Northern Illinois and 
Indiana and Adjacent States.

Now as respects class two 
namely: those — in villages and towns of 
not over 8,000 people 48.78 per cent own their 
homes and 56.22 per cent rent their homes. Of 
those in this class owaing their homes 23.09 per 
cent have incumbrances upon them and 76.01 
per cent have no iucumbrance upon them. Of this 
second class of homes 809,933 are incumbered and 
the incumbrance amounts to 39.77 per cent of 
their value, which average value is $3,250 to 
each home, and the aver amount of the in- 
cumbrance is $1,293 for each home at an annual 
interest charge of $80. Of the third class, or 
those livingin cities of over 8,000 inhabitants 
and not over 100,000 inhabitants, 35.06 per cent 
own their homes and 64.04 per cent rent their 
homes. Of those owning 34.11 per cent are in- 
cumbered, They have an average value of 

$5,555 and an average incumbrance of 42.07 per 
cent each on their value, but 65.89 of this class 
are not incumbered.

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ART IN NEW BILLS. 


ATTRACTIVE DESIGNS FOR UNOLE 
SAM'S TREASURY NOTES. 


Changes Decided On in the One and Five 
Dollar Denominations After Designs 
by Artist Lowe=—Others to Be Made 
Interesting Financial Statistics from 
Kanes Bir Republican Victory Pre- 
dicted in Illincis--Democrats Four They 
Will Lose New Jersey. 

Wasutreron, D. C., Sept. 24.—[Special.J— 
Claude M. Johnson of thé Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing has several artistically beuu- 
tiful and new designs which are destined to 
éffect a revolution in the appearance of the 
volume ofthe currency of this government. 
For some time past Chief Johnson has had 
under consideration propositions made by the 
leading designers and artists of the United 
States looking to a change in the faces at least 
of the National Treasury notes. It was his 
idea that while a great deal of merit existed in 
portraying the counterfeit presentments of 
famous citizens of the republic yet there was 
too much sameness about the designs as en- 
gra ved to make them either attractive or 
appeal to the artistic instincts of an art lov- 


ing people. Consequently designs tor new 


ideas were solicited from the leading artists 
and sculptors of this country, and in response 
to this appeal drawings were sent to Washing- 
ton by such limners as Lowe, Penn, Rein- 
hart, and Maynard, and the results reached 
have been satisfactory thus far. Already two 
designs have been agreed upon, tue first for 
the one-dollar denumination and the second 
for the fives. 

It will be gratifying to Mr. Lowe’s friends 
at Chicago to learn that his ideas will be in- 
corporated in the most popular of the Treas- 
ury notes, the one-dollar bills now_bearing 
the bust portrait of Martha Washington. In 
the design of Mr. Lowe, which will short- 
ly be turned over to the engraving 
division, the face of the note is 
pretty well occupied with figures and 
wreaths, with the Capitol Building and Wash- 
ington Monument prominently displayed. 
In the upper ieft-hand corner is a female fig- 
ure properly draped, typical of Columbia, in- 
structing the youth, America, standing at her 
side. Her outstretched finger points to a 
large volume in the lower right-hana corner 
of the face of the note, upon the pages of 
which are excerpts from the United States 
Constitution. Forming a border around the 
face of this note are wreaths formed of bay 
leaves, and in the center of each is inscribed 
the name of some person distinguished in the 
history of America. There are the usual 
spaces left for the serial figures of the Treas- 
ury Department. which will occupy their ac. 
customed ‘places in the lower left and upper 
right hand corners of the notes of the 81 de- 
nomi nation. 

The $20 and $50 denominations are await- 
ing a final decision by the chief of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. On the face of 
the $20 design is a’eplendid picture, strongly 
and faithfully drawn, portraying a group of 
aborigines gazing at the white-winged May- 
flower in the act of landing at Plymouth 
Rock, An aborigine lies prone upon the rock, 
and just behind him a squaw with a papoose 
strapped across her back gazes across the 
shoulders of a broad-vacked buck. In a 
medallion on either side of the princinal 
picture is a profile rtrait of an aborigine 
with feathered head-dress and a grim old 
Puritan with his stee: helmet, the two facing 
each other. On the design for the $50 note 
is a representation of Valley Forge, a Battery 
of artillery being in the act of limbering up 
preparatory to going into action upon the 
snowy eres, which is so conspicuous, sur- 
rounded by Commanding officers. 


* + 

Statistics of farms, homes, and mortgages 
in Kansas are shown in the latest bulletin is- 
sued by the Census Bureau, which give some 
interesting facts concerhing ownership and 
debt in the Sunflower State. In regard to 
farms, 31.03 per cent of the families hire and 
68.97 per cent own farms cultivated, and 
55.48 per cent own subject to incumbrance 
and 44.52 per cent are iree of incumbrance. 
On the owned farms there are liens amount- 
ing to $73,749,283, and this debt bears inter- 
est at the average rate of 8.15 per cent, mak- 
ing the average annual interest charge $92 to 
each family. Each owned and incumbered 
farm on the average is worth $3,129, and is 
subject to a debt of $1,126. For homes, 
49.85 per cent of the home families hire and 
50.15 per cent own their homes. Of the 
home-ownmg families 60.84 per cent own 
free of incumbrance and 39.16 per cent with 
incumbrance. The debt on owned homes ag- 
gregates $20,330,951 and bears interest at 
the average rate of 8.42 per cent, so 
that the annual amount of interest 
to each home averages $69. An 
average debt of $820 incumbers each home, 
which has an average value of $2,202, There 
are nine cities in the State having a popula- 
tion of 8,000 to 100,000, and in those cities 
58.42 per cent of the home families hire and 
41.58 per cent own their homes, and of the 
home-owning families 43.27 per cent own 
with incumbrance and 56.73 per cent own 
free of incumbrance. Liens on the owned 
homes are 86.68 per cent of the value of 
those subject to lien. Several averages show 
that the rate of interest is 8.02 per cent; 
vaiue of each owned and incumbered home 
$3,061, lien on the same $1,123, and yearly 
interest charge on each home $90. Real es- 
tate purchase and improvements, when not 
associated with other objects, caused 50.01 
per cent of the farm families to incur 52.01 
per cent of the farm debt and 75.34 per cent 
of the home families to incur 73.66 per cent 
of the home debt.

Wants a Record Filed. 


I think it is not too much to demand that every 
man offering himself as a candidate shall file 
with the election officers for publication a de- 
tailed verified autobiography stating his 
age, parentage, education, past present pur- 
suits, and such details as a prudent employer 
would require before en an assistant in a 
position of trust. A commission of good men of 
all parties, who place citizenship before 
partisanship, should gather and publish all that 
can be k touching the reputation, habits, 
and personal character of every candidate. 

Is all this theoretical and impracticable? It is 
being done every day by our great corporations. 
What the corporations do in selecting their men 
our greater corporation may do in electing its ot 

rs andthe Mayor can and should do in ap- 
pointing his subordinates. 

A body of fifty fair-mind intelligent, liberal 
citizens ot all parties in each ward—nay, in half 
the wards—in this city, working er in the 
interests of good citizenship, would soon gather 
such force as to work a revolution in our city 
politics.

It 
need not make separate nominations; its power 
must bear upon present parties to enforce the 
nomination of proper candidates and the rejec- 
tion of the unfit. It should see that able and 
honest men are sent to Springfield. 


Many-Headed Hydra. 


At present we are ruled by a many-headed hy- 
dra; its heads are the County of Cook, the City 
of Chi and some eight township organiza- 
tions, each with its separate set of officers and its 
separate, and often conflicting, powers. An able. 
honest, united delegation from Cook County 
could ‘scotch this monster in a single session and 
give us what we have yearned for 8 long 
suffering years, the county and City of Chicago, 
one and indivisible. ; :

DRESS REFORM YIELDS TO POLITIOS. 


New Turkish Trousers Will Not Be Worn 
in Kaus is Until After Election. 

Topeka, Kas., Sept. 24.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Eva Harding and Dr. Agnes Haviland, private 
secretary to Mary E. Lease, who have organ- 
ized a dress-reform movement in this city, 
will not put it in practical operation until im- 
mediately after the November elections. Al- 
ready fifty signers have pledged themselves 
to wear the costumes described in the agree- 
ment on the streets during business hours and 
to persist in the use of it for at least 
three months, regardless of the criti- 
cisms that are evoked because of the 
innovation. Fearing the movement will 
at first cause unfavorable discussion, 
it was agreed that if it should be introduced 
before eiection it might have an injurious 
effect upon the pending woman suffrage 
amendments. and it was deemed wise to defer 
its introduction until after that time. To 
speedily familiarize the people with the new 
costume it is agreed by the reformers that 
they shall divide themselves up into squads, 
the duty of each squad being to parade the 

incipal streets from 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 6 in the evening. one squad to be re- 
lieved each hour by another, so that at no 
time durmg the day will the absence of the 
dress be noticeable, It is hoped that in this 
way the novelty of the costume will soon be 
worn off and that the more timid will be in-

$162,000 for Extra Men- Boom for 
Track Elevation. 

If Ald. Little“ Mike Ryan took with him 
to the Council last evening the resolution 
which he is said to have prepared praising 
Mayor Hopkins for what he has done in the 
way of closing up gambling houses he did 
not take it out of his pocket. It is under- 
stood Ald. Ryan got a tip in the afternoon that 
the presentation of such a resolution in the 
Council might create a scene and that it 
would be considerably short a sufficient num- 
ber of votes to make it part of the record. Ia 
fact it was intimated if anything of this kind 
was attempted steps would be taken toward 
bringing about an investigation that might 
bring the Police Department up with a short 
turn. Nothing was said during the meeting 
on the gambling question. 

It was the first meeting of the Council since 
its ‘two months’ vacation. The Aldermen 
went to work with a will and disposed of con- 
siderable business, Among other things the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad ordinance was 
passed again. It came about in this way: 
President John A. Roche of the Leke Street 
company sent a communication to the Coun- 
cil calling the attention of the Aldermen to 
the ordinance which was so hurriedly 
rushed through the night of July 30, when 
the Council adjourned for its ‘vacation. 
He stated the ordinance passed was not in ac- 
cordance with the petition of the property- 
owners along Lake street. The petitions on 
file pray that the company be given the right 
to extend its road from the east line of Mar- 
ket street to the east line of Wabash avenue 
on Lake street. The ordinance which was 
passed gave the company the right to go 100 
feet beyond the east line of Wabash avenue. 
There were numerous other discrepancies be- 
tween the petitions and the ordinance as 
passed which Mr. Roche in his communica- 
tion pointed out. He asked that the Council 
pass an ordinance that would correspond with 
the petitions, and stated that these errors had 
crept into the measure after it had been 
passed upon by the officers of the company 
and before reaching the Council. 

Ald. Powers immediately introduced an or- 
dinance corresponding to Mr. Roche’s sug- 
gestions and moved its passage. 

This ordinance,”’ he said. was passed at 
the last meeting of the Council and the com- 
pany had no opportunity to call attention to 
these errors until tonight. It found when the 
ordinance was sent from the City Clerk's of- 
fice that it contained these errors. The ordi- 
nance gives the company the right to go 100 
feet beyond the east line of Wabash avenue. 
It doesn’t desire this privilege, and in accord- 
ance with the arrangement made with the 
property-owners has no right to go to that 
point. The changes ,asked in the other sec- 
tions are clerical errors. 

Lake Street L Gets Its Little Favor. 

Ald. Noble strongly objected to the ordi- 
nance being passed without being referred to 
a committee. He said undue haste wes 
observed at the last meeti of the Council 
regarding this ordinance. is position was 
sustained by Aid. O'Neill, who also strongly 
objected. The roll was called and the ordi- 
nance passed on a vote of 56 yeas and 6 nays, 
those voting nay being llard, Kerr, 
O’Neill, Butier, Noble, Mann. Those not 
voting or absent were Epstean, Bidwill, 
Kahier, Rohde, and Larson. 

Mayor Hopkins sent a *communication con- 
taining a report of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, calling attention to 250 streets 
that should be paved at once. The communi- 
cation set forth that this list was in addition 
to the 218 streets submitted some time ago. 


The Council directed that the list be divided 


and referred to the three Committees on 
Streets and Alleys. 

Mayor returned without his approval 
the ordinance passed July 27 granting per- 
mission to the Chicago Dock and Canal com- 
pany to retain its tracks on North Water 
and Illinois streets east of St. Clair for ten 
years, and submitted an amendatory ordi- 
nance, new ordinance provides that the 
tracks shall not extend east of S eneca street. 
and contains a clause requiring the elevation 
of the tracks whenever the city should direct. 
The vote by which the ordinance was passed 
was reconsidered, the Mayor’s amendment 
adopted by a vote of 54 yeas and 8 nays, and 
8 ordinance passed on a vote of 62 yeas and 

nays. 

Controller Ackerman sentin the pay-rolls 
for May, June, July, and August, and they 
were ordered published on the motion of Ald. 
Noble, excepting the Fire Department and 
Board of Education pay-rolis. Mr. Acker- 
man also submitted the following report of 
the receipts and expenditures for July and 
August, 1894:

RESIGNS HIS OAK PARK PASTORATE, 


Rev. Henry N. Hort Will Leave the Congre- 
gational Church There for California. 

The Rev. Henry N. Hoyt, pastor of the 
First Congregational Church at Oak Park, 
has announced that he has decided to accept 
a call to the First Congregational Church at 
Sacramento, Cal. The contemplated action 
had been known tothe deacons of the church 
for two or three days only. 

The Rev. Mr. Hoyt’s first pastorate was 
with the First Congregational Church at 
Charies City, Ia., where he remained four 
years, and had a church membership of 250. 
He received a call to the First Church at Oak 
Park in December, 1886. The church then 
had a membership of 150. During the seven 
years and eleven months of his pastorate 540 
new members have been taken into it, and 
the congregation has expended over $40,000 
in the enlargement of the church. Not half a 
mile away from the parent church is the 
Ridgeland Congregational Church,an offshoot, 
with 200 members, 150 of whom went to the 
new church from Dr. Hoyt’s congregation. 
Tothe north and west of the Oak Park 
church, oue mile distant, has been erected 
a chapel, and a new church is soon 
to be erected, to be known as 
the Forest Avenue Congregational Church. 
Fifty members of the First Church will go to 
the Forest Avenue Church as soon as organ- 
ized. Mr. Hoyt said yesterday: It is less 
than two weeks since I decided to accept the 
call to the capital city of California, and it is 
with much regret that I leave the Oak Park 
church. The congregation of the First 
Church at Sacramento is only half as large 
as my present congregation, and there is no 
increase in salary us an inducement to make 
the change. A change after years of good 
service is usually beneficial to Both pastor 
and congregation. My present congregation 
has been generous to me. My salary has 
been twice increased within the term 
of my pastorate, and in addi- 
tion to the usual summer vacations 
in 1891 I was granted fourteen weeks’ leave 
of absence for a European tour. I have never 
been in Sacramento, and am personally un- 
known to every member of my new congre- 
gation. The engagement was through corre- 
spondence. 

The farewell sermon to the Oak Park con- 

regation will be preached the last Sunday in 
Yovember, and the first sermon to the new 
congregation in Sacramento the first Sunday 
in December, The Pastoral committee has as 
yet taken no action toward securing a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Hoyt.

The triangular piece of ground between

Up to Last Tuesday the Civic Federation’s 
Main Leader in the Anti-Gambling 
Crusade Was Known Only as a Weat 
Side Pastor=Today He Is Discussed in 
All Circles=He Is Hated by the Sportes“ 
and Loved by the Honest Law- Abiding 
Citizens of Chicago, — | 


Up to last Tuesday the Rev. William G. Clarke 
was simply pastor of the Campbell Park Pres- 
byterian Church, He is still pastor of that 
church, but since Tuesday he has grown to 
be a great deal more—he is the most talked. 
about man perhaps in Chicago; he is the leader 
of <ne Civic Federation’s crusade against gam- 
bling; he is the one whom all the sports in 
town are cursing and whom all decent people 
delight to honor. Chairman of the Subcom. 
mittee on Gambling of the federation’s Com- 
mittee on Public Morals does not sound 
like much, but, nevertheless, Mr. Clarke 

made a good deal of it. Indeed, 
he has jarred the town from State street to 
Riverside—especially the sportive portion 
thereof. What Parkhurst has been in New 
York Clarke is in Chicago. 

This West Side clergyman has done won- 
ders; he has brought a city administration to 
its knees; he has filled out- bound trains with 
disgusted, migrating short-card men; he has

was put in charge of the crusade against the 
gamblers; who has shown himself a man of 
God, a detective, anda masterly general, all 
in one, 

Biography of Mr. Clarke. 

That is the Rev. W. G. Clarke. He is the 
man who has excited the city, from tardy

who has inaugurated a cyclonic fight for the 
betterment of civic morals that will end no- 
body knows where. 

Mr. Clarke is well qualified to lead ‘the 
opening charge of decency t corrup- 
tion. Todescend to the flatness of a bio- 
graphical statement: 

illiam G. Clarke was born in Adrian, 
Mich., April 13, 1861. His parents removed 
soon afterwards to the City of New York, and 
then westward, finally settling in Chicago. 
They were good Presbyterians, and when 
William G. ~~ of * — 3 — — = 
cengregation o v. rt Kit e, D. 
D., now of New York. Young Clarke had his 
education in the Chicago Grammar and High 
Schools and in private academies. Then he 
entered Northwestern University at Evanston, 
not, however, completing the course there. 
Later he was a student of the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary and of the famous Prespby- 
terian Theol i School attached to Prince- 
ton College. He graduated from this sem- 
inary when 22 years old, ring the honor 
of being the youngest student who had fin- 
ished the prescribed course in the line of 
social economy and 2 science, which 
studies fit him not only in the degree of Ph. 
D., but also for the extirpation of gamblers. 
When Mr. Clarke had finished his college and 
seininary duties—in 1883—he made a trip 
abroad. He visited 333 France, Ger- 
many, the valley of the ine, and Switzer- 
land. Returning in 1884, heassumed the pul- 
it of the Waukegan Presbytefian Church, his 
Brat pastoral charge. In Waukegan, June 
3, 1885, Mr. Clarke married Miss Annie C. 
Lynn, and in September of that year he ac- 
cepted a call from the Presbyterian church in 
the suburb of Riverside. ring a vacation 
given him by his church Mr. Clarke made a 
second tour across the water, in 1886. He 
visited this time England, Ireland, Scotland, 
France, Germany, Switzerland., Italy, Greece, 
Egypt, Syria, and Palestine. He gave most 
of his attention on this tour to the study of 
Egyptian and Syriac archeology. When he 
returned he had material for an interesting 
book, which he published with the title of 
‘Rambles Among Ruins.“ 
Called to Hi« Present Charge. 

In September, 1888, Mr. Clarke received a 
call from the Campbell Park Presbyterian 
Church, of which congregation he has been 
pastor to this day. Since he has been in 
charge of this congregation there has been 
completed in Leavitt street, opposite the east 
end of Campbell Park, a me modern 
stone church—one of the handsomest on the 
West Side. At the other end of Campbell 
Park, No. 54, near Oakiey avenue, Mr. 
Clarke has a pretty home, which of late has 
been the og of plans and schemings against 
the gam biers. 

Until he became the Chairman of the Civic 
Federation’s Subcommittee on Gambling Mr. 
Clarke had paid but slight attention to this 
particular phase of evil life in the city. It is 
true, however, that he had always devoted his 
pulpit to discussions of matters affecting civic 
government; he had always spoken boldly 
and outright for municipal honor and integ- 
rity. Four years ago, having in mind a series 
of sermons on gambling, he, with an efficient 
guide, visited the biggest dives in town and 
got an idea of their modes of operation. 
sides this, however, he had no idea at all how 
the games are carried on; his one tour four 

ears ago is the only actual experience he has 
had with the curse of the green cloth. Dur- 
ing all the nt crusade Mr, Clarke has 

not been in contact directly with any gam- 
blers, neither has he visited any of their dens. 
He brought to bear in the ＋ Seen an 
inborn sense of neralship which has been 
victorious.

SUNDAY SALOON CLOSING. 

The most imminent peril which menaces 
the success of the Civic Federation in carrymg 
out its crusade against gambling and other 
evils in this city is that of injucicious scat- 
teration.”” The federation has induced the 
Mayor and police authorities to order the 
rigid enforcement of the 12 o’clock saloon 
closing ordinance, and an effort is now being 
made to close after midnight these all-night 
dives and centers of drunkenness, debauch- 
ery, and crime. This is all richt so far as it 
goes, but encouraged by their progress in this 
direction there are not lacking ill-advised 
members of the federation who would go still 
further and attempt to close the saloons alto- 
gether on Sunday. If this could be done it 
would be a great point gained. As it cannot 
be done it is unwise to attempt it. It not 
only will result in failure bu, it may imperil 
schemes of reform outiined by the federation 
that otherwise could be carried out. Any 
such attempt will be energy misdirected, and 
the experience of the past demonstrates it will 
be fruitiess. att 

Before the fire period there was in existence 
an ordinance providing for the closing of the 
saloons Sunday. It was more or less en- 
forced, mostly less. Sometimes there would 
be a spasm of activity, such as the Mayor is 
now undergoing in the matter of gambling, 
and some of the saloons would be closed. 
Then the spasm would grow more vigorous 
and more of them would be closed tem porari- 
ly, but never at any time were all of them 
closed, Exasperated by this uncertain con- 
dition of things the Protestant denominations 
demanded that the saloons should all be closed 
Sundays by a vigorous enforcement of the 
law. An effort was made to meet this de- 
mand. It was not hoped or believed that 
drunkenness would be stopped, but it was 
hoped it would be greatly reduced if the sup- 
ply was cut off Sundays. Many of 
the saloons were closed while others 
were open on the sly by a thousand 
and one evasions known to cunning 
galoonkeepers. It was in consequence 
of this enforcement that the question of open- 
ing or closing saloons Sundays was made an 
issue in the campaign of 1873. The city was 
swept by a two-thirds majority of those who 
were in favor of opening. The question was 
then brought up in the Council, and in view 
of the decision of the voters the ordinance 

was wiped out. A Democratic substitute was 
passed which allowed the saloonkeeper to 
keep his place open provided he kept his 
doors closed and shades drawn. This was a 
sop thrown to the temperance people of 
very doubtful utility. The saloon. was as 
n and as accessible as ever. The only dif- 
ference was that the patrons of the saloons 
got drunk behind shades instead of in public 
view, and it is not unlikely that being behin 
shades they got drunker than ever. * 
This has been the extent of the reform since 
1873. There is now no way of punishing the 
saloonkeeper who keeps open Sunday except 
through the State law, which involves indict- 
ments by a grand jury and trial and convic. 
tion at the hands of afpetit jury, with all the 
machinery of the law controlled and directed 
by those who are opposed to the law, thus 
making a conviction practically impossible. 
To the extent therefore that the Protestant 
denominations scatter their energies and di- 
verge from the main point at issue, that of 
gambling and kindred crime, their efforts 
‘will be foredoomed to failure. They are mix- 
ing together two incongruous questions. They 
are confounding a struggle which is hopeless 
with one that ie hopefui, and they will imperil 
the latter while they will be defeated in the 
former. 
They must recognize the further point that 


gambling, hence the hope of success ; but they 
are not united on the question of Sunday clos- 


trict of diversified interests such as the Sixth. 


in order to achieve success the churches must 
be united. They are united ou the question of 


ing, hence the certainty of failure. So long | | 
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long as two of the greatest churches will take

It is idle for 
the federation to expect that the clergy or 
the laity of the Roman Church be- 
lieve that the saloon ly is any worse 
than’ it is Monday, or that the clergy or 
laity of the Lutheran Church, with its large 
German and Scandinavian membership, be- 
lieve it any worse to take their beer on the 
day of rest than on a day of work, Unless, 
thetefore, they can get the support of these 
two great churches and of moderate men in 
all other churches it will be useless for them 
to attempt to make a closed Sunday so far as 
saloons are concerned, They will simply 
waste their energies upon an impracticable 
reform, and they may imperil other reforms 
which are practicable. , 


THE RECENT CYCLONE, 

The terrible storm that swept through West- 
ern lowa and Southeastern Minnesota last 
Friday night was singular for the extent of 
the area devastated and the amount of de- 
struction wrought. So far as reported it 
seems to have started in the most northerly 
tier of counties in Iowa, a few mileg east of the 
Missouri River, though it is not improbable 
that it originated some distance west of Aber- 
deen, S. D. It passed nearly due east from 
Emmetsburg to Mason City, where its course 
changed to north of east and the path of de- 
struction broadened to a width of many miles, 
Cresco in Iowa and Leroy in Minnesota be- 
ing visited by its fury almost at the same 
moment. It took in Homer and Winona on 
the Mississippi River, then crossed Wisconsin, 
and probably it is the same storm that was 
heard from later at Buffalo. . 

The loss of life was appalling and that o 
property immense. It is estimated that fully 
seventy persons were killed in Kossuth County 
alene, forests of considerable area and beavy 
growth were leveled as complétely as if mown 
by a giant scythe, and the total loss there is 
computed at about $250,000. At Leroy four 
were killed and seven injured, thirty fami- 
lies are entirely destitute, and the money 
loss is estimated at $100,000. at Mason 
City fourteen were killed and fifty-two in- 
jured, two of them so badly that it is thought 
they cannot recover, The Village of Lowther, 
near Elma, Ia., was almost swept away and 
sixteen injured, one of them fatally. The 
width of the storm at that placo was esti- 
mated to be fully half a mile, and every- 
thing in its path was mowed down. These are 
specinen facts, perhaps the most striking, 
but probably not. more than a emai! minority 
in number of the places visited by the storm 
with loss of life and destruction of property. 
The list when made up may include the 
names of several hundred killed and property 
worth in the aggregate more than a million 
dollars utterly wiped out of existence. 

Observers state that west of Emmetsburg 
there apped¥ed to be three separate clouds, 
one close to the ground and the others higher, 
and that these were supposed to have united a 
few miles further along, the result being a 
great intensification of the tempest fury. But 
all through its course the track of the storm 
was much wider than that ordinarily exhibited 
by the tornado, improperly culled a cyclone. 
The path swept by the tornado usually is of 
narrow width and the wind whirls furiously 
around a rapidly advancing central point. In 
this case the path was a broad one, and the 
whirling motion appears to have been absent 
at the majority of points, though it may have 
occurred at some of them. Director Sage of 
the Iowa Weather and Crop Service is quoted 
as saying that he believes the storm was sim- 
ply a high wind, amounting to a terrific gale. 
and that the history of cyclones (tornadoes) 
does not show many instances where “a 
twister has traveled so far in a direct line, 
besides which none of the reports seen by 
him ascribed to it a whirling motion. 

It may be observed that the storm occurred 
only afew hours before the sun was in the 
autumnal equinox, the equinoctial passage 
being made at 7:28 p. m. Chicago time Sat- 
urday. Doubtless very many people will in- 
sist upon regarding it us an “ equinoctial 
storm ’’—that is, one associated with the solar 
movement over the line as a cause—in spite of 
the oft-repeated asseverations of weather- 
wise men that there is no scientific warrant 
for the supposition. The meteorologists say 
that if the notion were well founded the storm 
should occur at the time of equinoctial pas- 
sage, which it seldom does, and the coinci- 
dence is not often so close as in this case. 
But it is true that a storm generally follows 
the spring equinox atan interval of a few days, 
and similarly that one generally precedes by 
a few days the autumnal equinox. It may be 
interesting to compare this with the fact that 
the middle of the trade wind system, which 
shifts back and forth with the change in the 
sun’s declination, averages a position which is 
a little north of the equator, which may be 
supposed to be due to the unequal distribu- 
tion of land with respect to the Northern and 
Southern Hemispheres, though it might be dif- 
ticult to prove. And it is not hard to under- 
stand it as possible that when the sun arrives 
at this average position, a few days after the 
vernal and few days before thé autumnal 
equinox, the change causes a shifting of air 
currents in the temperate zones, crowding 
them, so to speak, farther north in the one 
case and farther south in the other, the per- 
turbation favoring a storm movement, other 
things being equal. Of course this suggestion 
is far from constituting a proof, but the idea 
is a plausible one, and perhaps will be found 
on investigation to furnish the key to the 
mystery that hitherto has enshrouded the 


question of the widely supposed connec- } 


tion between the solar passage across the line 
and storm movements in the earth’s atmos- 
phere.

They are worse even than thieves or highway- 
men. They give their victim no chance. 
Playing with loaded dice, marked cards, ard 
with the advantage given them by unknown 
confederates they give their victim no op- 
portunity to save his money. Every form of 
gambling isacrime. Tue Tuns sees no 
to discriminate between gambling at 

taro table and roulette wheel and gam- 
bling at the race track. Both are crimes. It 
sees no reason to discriminate between 
Mesers. Varnell, Hankins, Condon, and other 
managers of gambling-houses and the man- 
agers of the Hawthorne, Roby, and Washing- 
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young man takes his first leason lu gambling. 
They get their education from the book- 


makers and when they have completed their 


curriculum in pools at the race tracks they 
are graduated into the gambling-house. They 
begin by buying pools. They end at the faro 
table. In some instances they become pro- 
fessional! gamblers.

THE NAVAL BATTLE AT YALU RIVER. 

Whatever other features the war between 
China and Japan may show it will not be de- 
nied that the two nations are fighting to bill, 
Their battles ere not conducted on the princi- 
ple that he who fights and runs away may live 
to fight another day. The battle at Ping 
Yang, though one-sided, was ono of the most 
disastrous of recent years The outcome was 
the utter destruction of the Chinese army. 
The recent naval battle at the mouth of the 
Yalu River was substantially of the saufe 
character, But for the prudent retreat of the 
Chinese vessele under cover of darkness at 
the close of the day’s engagement the Chinese 
Government would have lost that part of its 
naw which was in those waters. 

The official dispatches of Admiral Ito, com- 
mander of the Japanese fleet, give the first 
clear account of this great naval battle which 
has yet been printed. From these it appears 
that the Japanese fleet in the Gulf of Corea 
sighted the Chinese fleet cou voying transports 
with troops early Monday morning last. The 
Japanese vessels at once gave chase and 
came up with the Chinese about 1 o'clock 
that afternoon. There were eleven Japanese 
and fourteen Chinese wur vessels with six tor- 
pedo boats. Notwithstanding the disparity 
innumbers the Japanese Admiral pluckily 
engaged the enemy, and a five hours’ furious 
fight took place, closing only when darkness 
prevented further operations. In that time 
the Chinese lost four warships, which 
were sunk, and three more which were 
burned, Four of the Japanese vessels were 
more or less injured, but only one of them. 
the flagship Matsushima, a steel warship of 
4,227 tons, 5,400 horse-power, and carrying 
twenty-eight guns, sufficiently so as to neces- 
sitate withdrawal from the fleet for repairs. 
The other three will be ready for action again 
within a week. The total number of Japan- 
ese killed and wounded was 180, while the 
Chinese lost over 600. The gallantry of the 
crew of the Matsushima, which engaged two 
or three of the Chinese war vessels at once, is 
shown by the fact that her Commander, First- 
Lieutenant, and thirty-four of her crew and 
four officers and sixty-nine men were wound- 
ed. The Japanese vessels withdrew after 
dark, prepared to renew the fight at day- 
break, but at daybreak the Chinese had 
crawled away. The Japanese atlast accounts 
were making repairs and were in such a posi- 
tion that they had the Chinese fleet under 
close surveillance. 

Thus the first great sea fight of the war 
closed with a distinct advantage for the 
Japanese, since they had sunk four of the 
enemy’s vessels and burned three others and 
had lost none of their own. With the excep- 
tion of one vessel which it will take some 
time to repair the whole Japanese fleet will 
be as good as new in a week’s time. It wasa 
notable battle in many other ways, for it was 
the fist encounter between modern war ves- 
sels fought under modern conditions, It has 
presented two problems which naval experts 
already are studying with interest—viz.: (1) 
Whether small cruisers of high speed are not 
better than heavily-armored vesyels; and, (2) 
whether these monster ironclads when sub- 
jected to cannonading from high-power guns 
are not more .certain to go down with all 
on board than the old wooden men of war. 
Such appears to be the case if they are not 
made absolutely invulnerable. One expert 
commenting upon this point says: It is 
noteworthy that the two heavy guns of the 
Chen Yuen were disabled. These guns were 
placed in barbettes close together en echelon. 
Yet a single shot unset the inachinery and re- 
duced the warship to the level ofa sail cruis- 
er. It is also clear that small cruisers of high 
speed are better than the heavy armored war- 
ships. The fleet which had the most battle- 
ships lost four of them, while the fleet which 
was all cruisers is reported not to have lost a 
vessel. The additional element of success 
in this battle unquestionably is to be found in 
the fact that the Japanese excelled the Chi- 
nese in skill, seamanship, end maneuvering. 
There was no lack of courage on either side, 
as is shown by the outcome of the fight, but 
the Chinese are no match for the Japanese on 
the water.

And most of 
those who did not borrow to buy the land got 
the money for the purpose of purchasing im- 
plements or to build, which improved the 
farm and increased its value. Will Voorhees 
take the ground that it is aoy harm for a man 
to be compelled to pay what he has agreed to 
pay for property he has purchased and of 
which he retaing the ownership? Does he 
dare to say that it is not a great and desirable 
advantage toa man with buta little money 
to be able to borrow enough more to enable 
him to buy a farm instead of being com- 
pelled to work on wages till he has saved 
enough to pay for the farm outright? If not 
prepared to assert this he ought to cease his 
senseless gabble about the amount of in- 
debtedness by farmers and others who own 
property which they could not have owned 
but for the ability to borrow. If he under- 
stood conditions aright he would recognize 
the facts as evidences of prosperity, not of 
poverty, and feel that one of the greatest ad- 
vance steps made in civilization is that which 
enables one man to use the property of an- 
otber for his own profit on condition of pay- 
ing back the principal with reasonable inter- 
est at times agreed upon. Probably Voor- 
hees has some idea of this, for it hardly would 
be possible to a man in his position to be 80 
densely ignorant as his language implies. 
But in the absence of anything more substan- 
tial he quotes the census statistics of indebt- 
edness toa lot of men who he supposes do 
not knowas much as he does and hopes 


thereby to be able to misiead them into again 


voting for the Democratic candidates and 
Democratic policies. He knows the facts are 
against him, but tries to conceal that circum- 
stance.by a mass of words.

bullion value of the metal in the coin, having 
@ purchasing power of twice what it would 
have if allowed to circulate only on its own 
merits, unsustained by the buoying power of 
gold. Does that look like silver being 
“ maimed, crippled, spurned, clubbed, and 
stoned“? Voorhees takes credit to himself 
for having drawn the bill which repealed the 
silver purchasing clause in the Sherman act, 
and for having stated in the Senate in that 
connection that he is an undeviating sup- 


porter of the coinage and use of both gold. 


and siiver as the standard money of the coun- 
try without discriminating against either 
metal,“ but he carefully omitted to say that 
he wants them to be coined ata ratio which 
would permit the two metals to circulate on 
a parity under free coinage. Therein Voor- 
hees plays the rank demagogue.

The play as itis suits a first nights audi- 
ence, but it could be easily graded so that the 
climax should arrive where it was needed—at the 
end of the third act. 

His Grace de Grammont is a simple, ele- 
gant comedy of manner, which will convince 
every one who ever doubted the fact that Clyde 
Fitch wrote the famous comedy of “ Beau Brum- 
moll.“ It is an assurance that this young author 
will yet write other masterpieces. Mr. Min- 
ner has given the piece an  excel- 
lent investiture; yet it is possible to 
give the. comedy a much finer personnel. 
The women of the Restoration looked to one like 
great ladies seen through the wrong end of a 


pair of opera-glasses. They were nice, but

Whatever addition the Kendals may have 
made to their enviable position as exponents of 
the artistic drama by their sumptuous produc- 
tion of “Lady Clancarty"’ was achieved 
without the aid or the encouragement 
of the audience at Hooley’s last evening. 
Surely a less responsive assemblage has seldom 
satin Chicago in judgmpnt upon a dramatic 
effort which so truly merited its warm 
support. It passed the first act in absolute 
silence, gave but the scantiest show of 
approval to the second, and warmed to but two 
moderate cails after the third act, which will 
compare favorably with anything the London 
Lyceum company has attempted in Chicago.

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SATOLLL AS A VICTIM. 


REVELATIONS OF AROHBISHOP oon. 


RIGAN'S ATTITUDE TOWARDS HTM. 


Accused of Having Had Stories Printed ie 
New York Papers Purporting to Hive 
Come from Distant Poluts Which is 
Reality Were Concocted in His Own 
Study«How Father Lavelle Wrote Let- 
ters te the West Attacking the Apos- 
tolte Delegate«Other New York News 

New Lou, Sept. 24.~—[Special.]—It has 
been in turn asserted and denied that charges 
have been presented in Rome against Mgr. 

Corrigan, Archbishop of New York. To 

settle the vexed question the World ro- 

quested a particularly well-informed corre- 
spondent in Rome to make inquiries at 
the Vatican and elsewhere on the subject. In 
reply the World has received froin its corre- 
spondent an important signed pamphlet 
printed in Rome and presented to the author- 
ities at the Vatican containing specific 

ecusations—sustained, it is asserted, 
by documentary and other evidence— 
against his grace. In the original these 
charges are printed in Italian and prefaced 
by a history of the differences which preceded 
and succeeded Mer. Satolli’s appointment. 

There is reasou to believe they were meant to 

be kept secret and were drawn up by desire. 

From this arrangement the following ex- 

cerpts are drawn. 

Has Had Much to Endure. 


It is shown that since 1887 Satolli had to en- 
dure the greatest vexation from the Metropol- 
itan of New York. Mgr. Corrigan in 1887 
took as his instrument in all his controver- 
sies Mr. Michael Walsh, who had studied the- 
ology at the College of Maynooth, in Ire- 
gland, but had not taken holy orders. He ar- 
rived in the United States about the year 
1867. 

Walsh was the editar of the Sunday Demo- 
cratin New York. reproduced weekly under 
the name of the Catholic Herald in the week 
following. The Archbishop for some reason 
gave out he did not read the Democrat, 
but read the Heraid. Sometimes the Arch- 
bishop himself wrote articles which appeared 
in the paper under both its names, 
but he told Walsh to change certain words in 
them so he might be abie to deny being the 
author of the said articles. There had fol- 
lowed a long run of articles, many written 
by the Archbishop but none of them known 
to come from him, attacking Satolli, 

It is shown’ the Archbishop had a hand in 
the publication of theggpposition to the schol- 
astic proposition of r. Satelli formulated 
by the German Bishop of Milwaukee, Mgr. 
Katzer, and by his Vicar-Genéral Seininger, 
who declared These propositions were per- 
sonal to Mgr. Satolli, had not the Papal au- 
thority and all the Bishops in ‘he United 
States, with one exception, agreed it was im- 

ible to reconcile Catholics with the pub- 
ic schools. 

The evening this was published Walsh vis- 
ited Corrigan by invitation and received for 
his private information a pretended narration 
of what had taken place at the conference of 
the Archbishops. The whole story was com- 
municated by Walsh to a stenographer of the 
New York Herald. It was at first desired it 
should appear to be a telegram commg from 
Rome, but subsequentiy it was arranged it 
py be inserted as a dispatch from St. 

ulis. f 


Seeks New Method. 


Meanwhile Mgr. Corrigan seems to have 
been seeking for some new method of effect- 
ually opposing r. Satolli. Afew days after 
the falsification of the story relati to tne 
meeting of the Archbishops with his own 
hand he wrote a letter to a journalist in Chi- 
eago in order to obtain insertion in a Chicago 
paper of au article which, among other things, 
said English Catholics might be forced to 
accept a false system of anti-Catholic 
and anti-republican education, and 
Irishmen, too, might be fo to 
accept it, but American Catholics would not 
accept it, and Mgr. Ireland could not. compel 
them to, It was also sid that if he staid 
fifty years in the country and learned to know 
it Mgr. Satolli would say as much to Mgr. 
Ireland. Mgr. Satolli found himself com- 
pelled to say of this article that it was blame- 
worthy in it contained words unworthy 
of an ecciesiastic or of a layman and showing 
no reverence for Cardinal Gibbons, for the 
Cardinal Prefect of the Propaganda, or even 
for the august person of the Holy Father. 

At the same time Father-Lavelle, rector of 
the New York Cathedral, wrote to various per- 
sonsin the States near Chicago, and more 

rticularly t6a Catholic professor at the 

Jniversity of Notre Dame, Ind., to cause pub- 
lication in the Catholic and secular papers of 
articles directed against the unfortunate in- 
fluence which Mgr. Ireland had obtained in 
Rome and against the offensive intervention 
of Mgr. Satolli in American Catholic affairs. 

Among other things written to this profes- 
sor were words to this effect: We must 
make so much clamor we shall alarm the 
Pope and force him to recall Mgr, Satolli.“ 
He was even promised the necessary backing 
to sustain him in this crusade against Mgr. 
Satolli—whereby was meantali the money 
that was necessary. All this was published in 
the Ch Post of Jan. 8, 1893, with Mer. 
Corrigan’s letter in fac-simile. On theevening 
following the publication in New York, the 
Rev. Joseph H. McMahun,a priest attached 
to the cathedral, being asked by a certain 
priest if the letter was genuine, replied that, 
unfortunately, it was. and that at the time of 
its dispateh he had expressed to Father La- 
velle, rector of the cathedral, his suspicion 
that the man to whom it had been sent could 
not be trusted, but that none the less Father 
Lavelle had sent it, and had now discovered 
in consequence he had been dealmg with a 
traitor. 

‘MeGiyan Case Reviewed. 

The MeGlynn case is carefully reviewed, 
and Archbishop Corrigan is shown to have 
actea two-facedly in his attitude toward the 
priest. Then the Burteell case is taken up. 


There again Corrigan’s opposing hand is. 


shown. 

After the arrival of Dr. Burtsell in Rome in 
October, 1893, Corrigan, without knowing 
the cause of his visit to Rome, caused to be 
published through Walsh in December, 1893, 
and by the intermediary of his secretary, 
Father Connolly, that Dr. Burteell had been 
summoned before the congregation of the 
holy office to render account of his 
mistaken opinions on political economy. 
The clear 8 of these statements was to 
show that Mgr. Satolii had been wrong in ‘as- 
serting that these opinions were not contrary 
to Catholic doctrine, and especially to the en- 
cyclical known as Rerum Novarum. Mr. 
Corrigan also had pubiished a telegram which 
said the cause of the removal of Dr. Burtsel! 
to Rondout had been fully investigated 
again by the propaganda, and that the 
sentence already passed had been confirmed, 
afier every occasion had been given to Dr. 
Burtsell to set forth its faults, had there been 
any. purpose of this,as will easily be 
seen. was to show that Mgr. Satolli was not 
right in promising to intercede for the rein- 
statement of Dr. Burtsell in the Parish of 
the Epiphany.

GOLD RESERVE GRADUALLY GROWING. 


A Demand fer Notes of Small Denomina- 
tion Shows Business Is Improving. 

New York, Sept. 24.—[ Special. The gold 
reserve is gradually growing and today, ac- 
cording to the figures of Cashier Muhimann 
of the Subtreasury, amounts to $58,297,000. 
While the growth of the gold reserve has been 
slow, it hag been steady, and the Treasury 
Department has not been obliged to make 
an effort to increase it. 

„Me have paid out or exchanged $3,000,000 
in small bills for legal tenders and Treasury 
notes of a larger denomination inside of three 
said Cashier Muhlmann today. 
„This shows business is getting better daily, 
for the demand for small bills means they are 
for use, Most of the $3,000,000 exchanged 
was for local use, so trade in New York muat 
be much better than for some time past.”’ 

Much of the increased income of the gov- 
ernment is derived from the Custom-House 
duties, which have been almost aoubled since 
the new tariff bili went into effect, but the 
gold which has begun to flow buck again into 
the Treasury vaults ie gleaned from all over. 
Much of it comes from mines, and more

ning light from South Chicago to the Chicago 
River, at 7:30 o’clock last night came to a 
sudden stop off the inner Hyde Purk Reef, 
one mile off the foot of Fifty-first street. 
Ite whistles blew a shrill alarm and 
it was thought the vessel was on the rocks. 
Two tugs were hurried to its assistance 
and not until 1:30 this morning, when the 
vessel entered the river, was the cause of the 
delay learned. It was simply—so the Captain 
said—a case of hot box. While in the river at 
South Chicago the “‘coolers had been left 
open, sand had entered, and when off J ackson 
Park the journals were clogged with it and 
the hot box resulted. Then he came to a 
halt, and not desiring to take any chances of 
going on shore should a wind spring up 
whistled for tugs. 

The guests of the Chicago Beach Hotel 
heard the shrill distress whistles of the steam- 
er and saw the lights stationary way out 
over the lake. A telephone message was 
sent instantly to the life-saving station 
at the river’s mouth and another to Capt. St. 
Peter’s men at Jackson Park. From the 
station on the river a message was sent to the 
Independent Tug company, which im mediate- 
ly sent out the tug Welcome, Capt. Barry, to 
the assistance of the Iron King. Capt. Barry 
stopped at the life station and took on board 
Capt. Frank Fountain and six of his life 
sayers, The lifeboat was taken in tow and 
the tug steamed south at high speed. 

When Capt. St. Peter of the Jackson Park 
Lite Saving Station received word the Iron 
King was aground he put out in his boat 
with the men and soon hailed the stranded 
asked Capt. 
St. Peter to land one of his crew so he might 
telephone fora tug. This was done, and in 


response to the sailer’s message another tug, 


the William Dickinson, Capt. Currel, was 
sent out, but the distress signals were kept up 
until the two tugs cdmné alongside. By this 
time the damage had been repaired and tugs 
and boats started for the city. 

The Iron King is a wooden vessel and makes 


one of a fleet of eight boats belonging to the 


firm of Parker & Millen of Detroit. The 
boat has a net tonnage of 1,223 and a capac- 
ity of 60.000 bushels of wheat. The ves- 


' gel’s value is $90.000. The boat’s Captain

Union Companies Will Make a Strong 


Fight Against State Companies Which 
Pay Excess Commissions<A Keokuk 
Agent's Piaintive Wail Over Demoral- 
ization in His Town = Underwriters’ 
Meeting Tomorrow=New Electric Rules 
for Cedar Rapids, Ia. 
lowa rates have not ceased to be a topic of 
interest among agents and managers. That 
Union companies are determined to make a 
strong fight against the State companies 
which have been pay ng commissions in excess 
of these permitted under Union rules is an 
assured fact. Local Board Commission’ No. 
2 has charge of the fight and it is ekpected 
official notification of the reduced rates will 
be put out some time during the week. Un- 
less the State companies come to terms in the 
matter of commission there will be a long 
fight, one which will give cheap insurance 
to a lot of people in Iowa and will cost all the 
companies concerned a neat sum of money 
before itis ended. It is not hard to prophesy 
what the end will be. The State companies 
are dependent almost entirely upon Iowa 
business while Union companies have the 


whole country for a field and the Iowa busi- 


ness is but u drop in the bucket. To take 
away all profit on Iowa insurance or to con- 


‘duct it at a loss, as may be the result, will not 


hurt the Union companies very badly, but it 
will soon show in the annual statements of 
the State companies. 

An agency in Keokuk which writes large 
lines has come to the front with a letter in re- 
gard to the demoralization of business in that 
town, A list of half a dozen large jobbers is 
given who have notified the agency of a pro- 
posed cancellation of risks, running from 
$25,000 to $60,000, due to the increase in 
rates which has receutly gone into effect. 
Commenting on this fallmg off in business 
the agent says: While we understand the 
companies, mutuals and Lloyds, into whose 
hands the business is going are but little bet- 
ter than nothing, the fact does not help us 
any, and the further fact that these same 
companies have carried our heavy lumber in- 
terests for ten years satisfactorily to the as- 
sured at one-half the rates of board com- 
panies is all the assurance our jobbers need. 
The retailers are gettimg ready to foilow the 
example of their neighbors, and we will have 
nothing left but special risks, which the com- 
panies are getting rid of, and dwellings, 
which the —— companies are gathering in 
as rapidi ble at rates we cannot 
touch. — ook for the future seems 
gloomy indeed.
